T R K WIVES OF TWO DIRECTORS 
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b o t h sides in th e E a s t End pottery 
squ abb le can see only one way of 
t e r m i n a t i n g th e present difficulties 
and an n o u n ce t h a t they are willing 
t h a t t h e plan t be sold. 
When the N e w s Key jew learned of 
the trouble several 
weeks ago and 
I made the exclusive announcem ent of 
tilt fact, It was thought that the In­ 
terested parties would finally come to 
a harmonious understanding, and re­ 
mindful of tile fact that the board of 
; commerce as well as the citizens of 
East End and business men of tile 
: c lty proper had not donated their 
I money because of a burning desire to 
get rid of It, would start the plant in 
, full. 
Hut since that time and at a 
very recent date, it 
is claimed, the 
1 breach has been widened and there is 
little or no chance for an amicable 
settlem ent. 
Stockholders in the con­ 
cern who have heretofore refused to 
talk, yesterday seemed desirous of 
unburdening them selves and 
t w o o f 
them representing the' different fac­ 
tions in the fray proceeded to let 
a 
N e w s R e v ie w repenter have a glance 
at the furnishings and appurtenances 
of the ground floor All seemed lovely 
as a May day when 
the company 
was organized; but alm ost before t he 
foundation was laid several m embers 
found 
them selves h a r a ss ed almost 
beyond endurance by other members, 
who took occasion to point out every 
possible m istake and seize upon every 
opportunity to have their own plans 
adopted. 
Why a duel to the death 
was not fought at the tim e is u n ex­ 
plainable. but the fact exists that

Then the first prisoners were taken, 
seven in number, and from them it wain 
learned that the leaders of the rel**-ls 
were Sam Nowlin, former colonel of tile 
queen s household guard, and Rotx-rt 
Wilcox, who was the leader of the revo­ 
lution rn 1887, the other prominent ones 
tieing half whites, formerly in th*- ser­ 
vice of the queen. 
After the first sur­ 
render the natives came dropping into 
the government camps in bunches until 
there were soon more prisoners than 
tn*oj*8. 
The prisoners claimed they hail 
600 rifles, but only OOO men were ar­ 
rested.
